And  if  It  be  not  found  here  whet  signify 
the  loud  pratinge  of  politiciana  about  our 
glorious  country,  our  free  institutions,  our 
Liberal  principles,  and  our  noble  ancestry  ? 
Axe  not  the  Stale  government*  aud  the 
national  government  the  result  end  conse¬ 
quence,  the  offspring  and  product  of  the 
town  development  f  What  a  right  minded 
parent  would  wish  his  child  to  be  be  en¬ 
deavors  to  illustrate  in  hie  own  example 
and  commend  to  the  admiration  end  affec¬ 
tion  of  his  child  by  hie  own  spirit  aud  ap¬ 
proval.  So,  that  which  good  aud  intelll 
gent-citizens  desire  the  State  and  the  Na¬ 
tion  to  become,  they  should  seek  to  exem¬ 
plify  in  their  town  end  excite  admiration 
for  by  exbibiting  at  homo  as  perfect  a 
model  os  possible.  Our  future  statesmen 
are  developed  and  trained  first  in  the  town- 
ahip.  The  elements  of  political  knowledge 
are  to  be  tangfat  here.  And  the  very  first, 
the  underlying  principles  of  all,  are  rever¬ 
ence  for  authority,  tubmmion  to  lam,  rtopoct 
for  ths  opinion!  and  righto  of  other 0.  Our 
yontb  of  both  aexes  should  be  faithfully 
disc  plined  by  parents  and  teachers  on 
these  great  end  fundamental  principles  of 
government.  But  even  this  is  not  enough; 
for  a  growing  indifference  and  neglect  of 
this  early  training  for  ycara  pest  give  us 
now  an  adult  population  largely  selfish, 
clanish  end  partizsn ;  chiefly  intent  on 
gale,  testiug  mint  not  by  mental  or  morel 
worth  bat  by  the  benda  end  stocka  in  Safe, 
the  unincuinbured  real  estate  on  record, 
end  Abe  Credit  balance  in  Bank.  There¬ 
fore  not  only  should  wise  and  patriotic  in¬ 
struction  be  inculcated  in  our  youth  but 
it  ia  requisite  that  we  ourselves  should  as¬ 
siduously  cherish  aud  zealously  practice  the 
sentiments  wo  detire  them  to  learn.  They 
will  never  know  to  respect  ■  authority  if 
parents  ere  lex  in  requiring  it,  or  them- 
selvae  racklaee  ia  “  sneaking  evil  of  digni¬ 
ties.”  ‘

Dbab  Bin— Yourself  and  the  readers  of 
the  Gasxttb  may  be  interested  to  know 
that  tbe  commuters  and  otbore  traveling 
on  the  Montclair  Railway  train  of  which 
Mr.  Watkins  ia  conductor,  made  up,  on  the 
24th.  ult.,  a  purse  of  $99,  for  distribution 
among  the  hands  on  that  train,  a*  a  Christ 
mss  remembranoe,  iu  appr  ciation  of  tbe 
courtesy  and  efficiency  with  which  they 
have  performed  their  several  duties.  The 
presentation  was  made  on  the  train  at  Ar¬ 
lington,  in  a  abort,  pertinent  speech,  by 
Mr.  Gilbert,  of  Bingac,  who  expressed  the 
desire  of  those  traveling  on  that  tram,  to 
evidence  in  tl-.it  way  their  recognition  of 
the  efforts  made  by  tbe  employees  to  per- 
lorm  their  several  duties  courteously.  Mr. 
Watkins  responded  by  acknowledging, 
the  motive*  which  prompted  tbe  gift' 
thanking  those  from  whom  it  came,  and 
promising  renewed  exeitiona  on  behalf  of 
liimaelt  and  hia  fellow  employee*.  Three 
cheer*  were  then  given  with  a  will,  for  the 
Montclair  rood  generally.  Tbe  other  trains

New  York  in  48  minutes  from  that  station 
od  ip  40  from  Bloomfield,  which  afford* 
very  pleasant  contrast  to  tbe  Rip-Van 
Wiakleism  of  the  D.  L-  A  W.  Stage  line. 
Converts  from  the  latter  arc  being  contin¬ 
ually  received  by  the  Montclair  Railway, 
snd  it  i* still  en  unsolved  conundrum,  why 
any  commuter  should  patronise  a  compa¬ 
ny  like  the  D.  L  4  W.  which  has  always 
goored  his  rights  snd  comfoit,  and  which 
still  subjects  him  to  tbe  annoyances  of  a 
smoky  tunnel,  long  ferry  and  slow  time, 
when  he  can  be  loaded  in  New  York  by 
the  Montclair  in  leu  lime  by  an  average 
of  13  minutes  a  trip,  along  a  iar  pleasant¬ 
er  route  end  at  tbe  same  expense. 

For  men  who  only  cate  to  reach  the  city 
in  lime  to  catch  an  afternoon  train  out 
home,  the  Morris  A  Esacx  may  perhaps  be 
well  enough — business  men.  however,  pre¬ 
fer  to  travel  by  tbe  Montclair  Railway.

A  tew  days  ego  1  hod  the  honor  of  am 

Invitation  to  join  a  bunting  party,  com¬ 
posed  of  e  number  of  the  nobility — *  jolly 
•et  of  follows — to  whom  I  had  been  intro¬ 
duced. 

The  affair  was  to  come  off  on  the  estate 
ol  Cuunt  Popoffsky,  which  lie*  about  tliir- 
miles  from  here  on  the  road  to  Moscow. 
My  friend  provided  me  with  weapons  of 
war,  while  our  estimable  and  talented 
American  dentist.  Dr.  De  Marini,  (who,  by 
the  way,  has  the  honor  or  being,  officially, 
the  Dentist  to  tbe  Emperor)  provided 
bunting  apparel.  Bo  armed  and  equipped, 
at  a  veritable  spoilsman.  I  reached  the 
railway  station,  aud  met  the  gentleman 
who  extended  the  invitation,  looking  more 
like  a  back- woods-man  than  a  nobleman. 
His  companions  were  two  bounds,  end 
were  as  flue  specimens  of  tbe  canine  race 
I  ever  met.  The  hour  wee  late,  to  make 
nur  starting,  but  we  were  on  route  at  just 
10.80  P.M.  Borne  unforeseen  causes  pre¬ 
vented  tbe  attendance  of  our  promised 
companions,  so  thet  our  party  hod  dwin 
died  down  to  two. 

if  one  could  read  the  Russian  language, 

1  am  confident  there  would  be  found  such 
motto  as  this  :  **  put  off  until  to-morrow 
whet  should  be  done  to-day.”  On  reach¬ 
ing  Pshutl,  sImm  we  left  the  train,  w* 
found,  that  es  the  telegram  celling  for 
horses  bed  jsot  been  sent  from  8t.  Peters¬ 
burg  until  'ole  in  the  afternoon,  it  bed  not 
reached  this  point  until  11.80,  and  ea  it 
was  but  just  midnight  •  sufficient  time  had 
not  el*  peed  for  the  messenger  to  reorb 
Count  Popoffsky’t  villa — distance  9  miles, 
and  retarn,  our  only  resource  wee  to  wait 
end  wait,  and  welt  we  did,  stamping  up 
end  down  tbe  platform,  or  is  ■  cheerless 
room  for  one  hour.  It  ie  not  pleasant  to 
stay  oat  of  door*  at  midnight  in  Russia 
even  if  one  is  clad  in  furs  like 
beer.  At  length  oar  cabbiahb  arrived— 
end  such  a  coach — four  little  u  hods  re¬ 
volving  round  two  log*  of  wood,  end  on 
these  eo-celled  axles,  were  bolted  a  sar¬ 
cophagus — a  wooden  one — across  tbe  top 
of  which  a  board  we*  fastened,  on  which 
we  were  to  eiL  Into  this  vehicle  we  pieced 
onr  doge,  provision*  end  ourselves. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  explain  to  a  Jersey 
men  the  condition  of  a  country  road,  in 
tbe  Spring  of  the  year,  after  a  severe 
storm,  followed  by  e  sharp  frost.  Over 
such  •  road  we  bed  to  pees,  on  •  cold, 
dark  night,  in  this  box  of  s  wagon,  end 
the  driver  made  free  ute  of  the  whip 
much  to  onr  disadvantage.  The  concus¬ 
sion  upon  our  nether  peris  wee  fearful; 
we  dare  not  (peak  loot,  if  we  opened  our 
mouths,  tboy  might  too  suddenly  close,  to

Our  bodies  described  every  imaginable

on  bed  p eased  from  under  us,  end  wo 


roadside.  W  bile  my  noble  friend  held  ibe 
horses,  I  essayed  to  ester  the  house  by  an 
open  beck  door.  J  uet  ••  1  was  about  L> 
open  a  door  leading  from  a  dark  hell  into 
tbe  aforesaid  roosu.l  beard  e  noie  — e 
movement  ss  if  tome  one  was  feeling  for  1 
blunderbuss  Discretion  being  tbe  better 
part  of  valor,  l  beat  a  hoety  retreat,  to 
find  uiytclf  sprawling  on  the  slippery  beck 
piazza. 

Finally,  after  a  delay  of  twenty  minutes, 
tbe  overseer  put  in  so  appearance,  snd 
ushered  us  into  the  maueion,  apologizing 
tor  fbe  cold  reception,  not  having  r.v  rived 
any  notice  whateverof  our  intended  arrir 
el.  Soon  the  open  fire  piece  wee  sblsze. 
end  tbe  inevitable  '•  Bomever  ’  wee  trotted 
out.  This  **  Bomever”  ie  a  copper  vessel 
which  contains  boiling  water,  kept  hot  by 
mesne  of  lighted  charcoal,  placed  lu 
Vertical  chimney  in  the  centra  of  tbe  vei- 
sel.  It  took  some  time  to  thaw  ue,  but  fire 
will  dolt.

constant  and  uninterrupted  exercise  like 
this,  through  swamp  end  thicket,  for

The  extraordinary  yelping 
of  the  dog*,  which  continued  lor  tome 
time,  becoming  fainter  and  fainter,  satis¬ 
fied  me  that  I  did  shoot  it  If  I  did  not, 
it  was  only  because  the  hare  was  so  slow, 
that  when  the  shot  came  in  contact  with  it, 
there  was  not  sufficient  momemtum.  Of 
one  thing  I  am  certain,  1  shot  towards  it, 
for  which,  certainly,  great  credit  ehouldjx 
given. 

Finally,  I  informed  my  companion*  thet 
I  most  return  to  tbe  chateau.  They  coolly 
replied  that  they  must  have  one  more  here, 
and  so  pointed  the  way  end  said  “  the 
horse  is  just  in  sij^ht.”  After  parting  with 
them,  the  thought  w*  presented  to  me. 
thst  I  might  not  find  the  way  snd  to  would 
be  obliged  to  enquire.

The  "mural  plsye"  hsve  no  force, 
because  they  ore  never  true  lu  tbv  realities 
of  nature ;  the  moral  axioms  sre  without 
vffeet,  because  they  ere  incongruous  with 
the  other  Incidents  and  the  surroundings. 
The  plsye  depeuded  upon  for  support  sir 
impure,  either  in  plot,  incident*  or  lau- 
gusge,  or  by  insinuation.  The  impurity 
is  an  essential  condition  of  the  businra* 
•access  of  the  establishment.  The  history 
of  the  drams  la  a  constant  illustration  of 
tbe  truth  of  this  statement.  The  apolo¬ 
gise  offered  for  retaining  bod  plays  on  the 
stage,  are  •  proof  of  if.  We  eee  them  al¬ 
most  daily.  “The  theatre  must  be  made 
to  pay.  Three  plays  make  it  pay.  You 
connot  expect  us  tu  produce  high-toned 
plev*  before  empty  bcuches. 

There  is  hardly  s  eucceeslul  pley  In  ex¬ 
istence  which  baa  not  in  it  something  to 
moke  culture  and  virtue  blush.  The  b'ent 
isnee  of  the  plape  of  Shakespeare  end  the 
old  English  dramatists  ere  often  spoken  ol 
os  accidents,  and  imputed  to  the  coarse¬ 
ness  of  the  sge  in  w  hich  the  works  were 
written.  The  excuse  ie  false.  These 
blemishes  ere  different  only  in  outward 
■  -'eming,  nut  in  essence,  from  those  which 
infect  every  ”  live"  play  of  the  presrnt. 
The  vulgarity  of  the  Elisebethsu  age  was 
homelier,  but  not  more  impure  than  that 
which  is  catered  to  from  the  stage  to-duy ; 
end  plsjs  now  “run"  by  the  year,  to  full 
houses,  wfoch  would  have  shamed  our 
coarser  ancestors,  Bhskespevie's  blemishes 
exist  because  his  plays  were  made  to  be 
acted,  end  they  were  rouaidertd  neceeaofy 
1 1  keep  the  pieces  on  the  boards;  and  mure 
refined,  os  well  ns  more  impure  blemish 
exist  to-day.  for  the  same  reason. 

No  one  will  deliberately  assert  thst  all 
actors  sre  immoral. 

But  a  dissolute  life  does  not  mar  tbe 
professional  standing  or  tbe  popularity  of 
an  actor. 

The  lack  of  high-toned  theatres  and 
moral  and  instructive  plays  ia  oftened 
excused  by  tbe  complaint  that  when  they 
sre  produced  the  church  will  not  patronize
